James, of the First Kentucky dis- 
trict, and Congressman John Wes 
ley Gaines, of the Sixth Tennessee 
district, each of whom explained 

he operations of the tobacco trusts. 
Congressman Gaines offered a 

esolution providing that - whereas 

lie existence of a tobacco trust is 
apparent to the tobacco growers, in 
nvention assembled, said trusts 
being operated in open violation of 
the law, and to the great detriment 
of tobacco growers; be it resolved, 
that tbe sevaral United States dis- 

rict judges, in Tennessee or Ken- 
tucky, be urged to charge their 
grand juries ,o investigate these 
trusts." 

This resolution was adopted 
unanimously. Tbe committee on 
plan of organization here reported 
commending that tbe name of the 
ganization be tbe Clarksvilie 
ark District Tobacco Planters' 
ssociation. 

The object is to assist each mem- 
:r io grading and selling bis to- 
bacco. The government is vested 
in a president, vice-president and 
secretary-treasurer, who shall be 
e.v-officio members of the executive 
committee. This board shall have 
power to make and amend the by- 
aws and transact all business not 
delegated to committees. There 
shall be an executive committee 
consisting of one representative 
from each dark tobacco county, 
who shall be the chairman of their 
county organization. The execu- 
tive committee shall investigate the 
prices and the best markets for 
selling tobacco. To sell to the best 
advantages the tobacco crops of all 
mbers, either in tbe barn, ware- 
house or to brokers. The commit- 
tee shall bave general supervision 
over the tobacco of all members, and 
inspect same, if necessary to pre- 
vent fraud; to sell to such persons 
corporations as may be deemed 
best, the proceeds to go direct to 
the owner of the tobacco. No sala- 
are to be paid any members 
and these rules shall not be opera- 
tive until 70 per cent of tbe crop 
has been secured. This report 
was adopted unanimously.

A strawberry contains a greater 
proportion of water than does 
milk, which, on the face of it may 
seem odd, since the strawberry ap- 
pears to be solid as compared with 
milk. As to nutritive value the 
strawberry can count for little un- 
less the sugar is regarded, which 
amounts to one half the total solid 
matter, as valuable in this respect. 
The mineral salts of the straw 
berry contain quite a largo propor 
tion of potassium, phosphoric acid 
end Iron, so that the view that an 
abundant diet of strawberries may 
have the effect of a tonic is not 
without some reasonable basis. 
Tannic acid has little or no action

KILLING FROST 

A summary of the- character of 
weather for October, as figured out 
by Hicks and published in Word 
and Works, follows: 

The storm period in progress at 
the close of September will be felt 
the first two days of this month in 
the eastern parts of the country 
while the high barometer and 
change to fair and colder weather 
will have advanced eastward be- 
yond the central valley of the 
Mississippi. 

On and touching the 4th and 5th 
look for return of higher tempera- 
ture, falling barometer and more 
falling weather. All these October 
disturbances will wind up with 
rising barometer, change of wind 
to northwesterly, and much cooler 
weather. 

Tj^e lirst regular storm period 
proper for October is central on the 
11th, and extends from the 8th to 
the lZth. Expect very warm 
weather for the season, followed by 
rain anO wind. Within forty-eight 
hours of noon on the 8th, seismic 
disturbances in many parts of the 
earth need not cause surprise. 

The next storm period will be 
central on the 16tb, 17th and 18th. 
This is a Vulcan reactionary peri- 
od and it will bring on a disturbed j 
weather condition that will run, 



moat probably, into the regular 
storm period following. 

During the regular Vulcan period 
central on the 22nd the already un- 
settled elements will return to very 
decided storm conditions. From 
about the 21st to the 24th general 
and active autumnal storms may 
be expected.

country with the anti storm aret 
that follows this period. T.ie cul 
minating crisis of this ier.od wil 
fall on and touching Moiday thi 
24th. On and about this date wil 
also be another |ici iod when earth 
quake shivers will be reported Iron 
different quarters of the globe. 
Look for frost well to the so 
ward, with some freezing to the 
north at the end of and for some 
days following this period. 

The last period of disturbance in 
October, blending with Mercury 
equinox, is central on the 27th and 
28th. At this time look for a reac- 
tion to warmer, with falling ba- 
rometer and return ot rain and 
thick cloudiness and mist, amount- 
ing to sleet in many sections north- 
ward. 

The month will go out with anti 
storm areas spreading eastward 
from the west northwest causing 
general change to much cooler.

VOICE STRANGE TO OWNER 

Never Sounds Exactly the Snnaa as It 
Does to the One Who Is 
Spoken To. 

That a m. in <Iih-s not hear his 
own voice as all the resit of the 
w orld hears it is shown hy ah inter- 
esting experiment described by 
lir. I.. Laloy in La Nature of Pgria. 
Says this writer: 

"If a person records 011 a phono- 
graph A few sentences pronounced 
by himself, together with ethers 
by his friends, and causes the ma- 
Chine to reproduce these at the end 
of a brief period, it generally hap 
pens that he easily recognizes his 
friends' voices, but not his own. 
On the other hand, tin' friends rec- 
ognize his voice perfectly. This 
singular fact proves t hat everyone 
hears his own- voire differently 
from others. 

"As is remarked by Prof. Exner, 
the difference must lie in the qual- 
ity of the tone. It must be remem- 
bered that one hears his own voice 
not only through the air, as do his 
auditors, but across the solid 
parts sii uated between theorems 
of speech and those of hearing. 
The sound t btlfl produced has a dif- 
ferent timbre from that conducted 
10 the ear by the aim lone. 

"We may show this as follows: 
Take tin- end of a w ooden rod i» 
t ween 1 he teeth and pronounce a 
owel continuously. Let the other 
end be alternatety%iken between 
1 he teeth ami released by r not her 
person, who at the+same time 
stops his ears. The latter will find 

that eur\ lime he seizes the rod 
in his teeth the sound becomes 
stronger than w hen it reaches his 
through nitrite, and Iims a 
different quality. The experment 
may be varied by applying a wood 
rod to the larnyx of the person 
observed and touching it from 
time to t ime to the observer*-, otn a 
larynx. As in the preceding case, 
it will be found that its passage 
through a solid body augments j 
the intensify of the sound anil 
modifies its quality."
